SITUATION 1S GRAVE 


Held Up by Troops When 
They Attempt to 
Make Protest. 


MANY ARE VICTIMS 
OF SOLDIER-ROBBERS 


Much Uneasiness at Peking; 
Kuominchun and Shansi 
Forces Near Clash. 


Peking, June 10 (A.P.).—Grave issues 
between the foreign diplomatic body 
end the Nationalict military forces are 
stated to be invo.ted in a situation 
which arose today when troops of Mar- 
shal Feng Yu-Hsiang violated what was 
‘said to be an agreement of the Nation- 
alist government by disarming and 
Making prisoners of retreating troops. 

A strongly worded note has been dis- 
patched to the Nationalist government 
at Nanking protesting against the inci- 
‘dent which resulted after the troops 
of Feng, a Nationalist ally, drove back 
to Peking disarmed and made prisoners 
of the troops of Gen. Pao Yu-Lin which 
had been retained in Peking with the 
consent of the Nationalist government 
for the purpose of strengthening the 
local police force. 

Pao Yu-Lin’s brigade was withdraw- 
ing peacefully, its mission having been 
fulfilled, when it was intercepted at 
Tungchow by a detachment of Feng 
Yu-Hsiang forces, surrounded and 
marched back to the city. 

Ministers Held Up by Troops. 

After a hurried meeting of the diplo- 
matic corps, which considered itself re- 
sponsible for the safety of Pao’s troops. 
the British, American, Japanese and 
Dutch ministers, accompanied by their 
Chinese secretaries and military at- 
taches in full uniform, hurried to Pao 
Yu-Lin’s camp and endeavored to set- 
tle the affair with the Nationalist com- 
mander without success. 

At Nanyuan, 15 miles away. they in- 
terviewed Gen. Han Fu-Chu, who is 
Feng Yu-Hsiang’s Peking commander 
Han’'s attitude was described as very 
truculent. He said he had received 
orders from Feng to make the entire 
force prisoners. He was a military man, 
he explained to the diplomats and had 
dealt with the situation in a military 
manner. After severa] hours of fruit- 
less remonstrance the ministers re- 
turned to Peking where they were held 
up for some time by Nationalist troops 
before being allowed to enter the city 
gates. 

‘A strongly worded note was imme- 
diately dispatched to Nanking recount- 
ing the affair and describing the visit 
to Nanyuen, where they set forth they 
were flouted by a subordinate general 
and forced to carry on their negotia- 
tions in a small outhouse under a 
scorching sun. The note concluded by 
emphasizing that Han Fu-chu had re- 
fused to abide by terms of the Nation- 
‘alist government agreement and point- 
dn out the seriousness of the issues in- 
volved. 


Peking Virtually Surrounded, 


The incident has created a wave ol 
indignation among foreigners and the 
‘Shansi troops, which have been here 
for several days, taking over the city 
immediately after the departure ol 
Chang Tso-lin, the Manchurian war 
lord. The committee of public safety 
resigned when the affair became 
known. 

It is understood that Pao Yu-lin is a 
refugee in the legation quarter. 

Peking is virtually surrounded by 
Feng Yu-Hsiang’s troops, and it is es- 
timated that they outnumber the 
Shansf forces two to one. 

Feng May Rule City. 

Peking, June 10 (via Naval Radio) 
(A.P.).—Indications were increasing to- 
might that Feng Yu-Hsiang, the so- 
called “Christian general,” himself will 
take over the control of Peking in the 
mear future, although possibly he will 
‘wait until he has occupied Tientsin 
Immediately north of Tientsin fighting 
was reported to be in progress today 

Peking stands tonight with com- 
munication severed as far as telegraphic 
service was concerned. The highways 
‘from the city were no longer safe for 
automobile travel owing to bandit 
troops robbing all travelers, even those 
bearing diplomatic credentials.

Munich-to-Cologne Express 
Burns After Plunge From

MANY VICTIMS SCALDED

Berlin, June 10.—Twenty-five were 
killed and 108 injured when the Mu- 
nich-Cologne express was derailed be- 
tween Nuremberg and Wurzburg, Ba- 
varia, at 3 a. m. today. The American 
travelers were uninjured, as they all 
were in the rear portion of the train, 
which remained on the track. 

The cause of the disaster is not 
known but an outrage is hinted. It is 
a curious coincidence that the place of 
the disaster is the same spot where two 
attempts at train wrecking were made 
two years ago, for which one man 1s 
now undergoing a prison sentence of

Stronger Believed Trying 
‘to Reach Ships and 
Guide Rescuers. 


OPEN WATER AMIDST 
FLOES’ ADDED PERILS 


Dirigible’s Company Drifting 
East and West as They 
Seek to Reach Land. 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 10 
(A.P.).—Bearing two of their number 
who were injured when the Italia 
came down on the ice of the Arctic 
Ocean, the crew of the big dirigible are 
making perilous progress toward land 
The elghteen men have divided into 
two parties, presumably to allow a few 
of the stronger to reach the rescue 
ships and guide the relief expeditions 
back to the main body. 

Open water leads among the floes 
are making the progress slow and 
dangerous. At times the men are 
borne out of their course as the wind 
or sea currents drift the floes east or 
south. When the drift is toward the 
west, there is that much gain for the 
refugees. 

Boats to get them from their predi- 
cament constitute the need of the 
moment. The crew has provisions for 
six weeks. 

All this was revealed in radio con- 
versations last night and today The 
Citta di Milano’ kept in constant touch 
with Gen. Nobile’s men. Each message 
however, accented the peril and the 
necessity for speed in rescue 

In the face of this condition, 
Romanga, of the Citta di Milano. has 
asked the Italian Minister to Norway 
to request aid of the Russian govern- 
ment.

Vice Presidency Talk Annoys. 


“Yet Mr. Hoover's forces claimed a 
gain by the result of the contest re- 
garding that State,” said Curtis, in 
respect to Mississippi.

gains there for Mr. Hoover.” 
A businesslike but witha) = lignt- 
hearted attitude marked the swarthy 


Senate Republican leader, who has 
Indian blood in bis veins, as he called 
one after another of his followers in 
to his quarters for discussion of the 
outlook.

BOTH PARTIES ADOPT 
LEGAL BEER PLANK 


Green and Committee Going 
to Both Conventions With 
This and Other Pleas. 


FIGHT ON INJUNCTIONS 
INCLUDED IN PROGRAM 


Five-Day Week, High Wages 
and Barring of Aliens Among 
Dozen Subjects Listed. 


Amendment of the Volstead act to 
permit the manufacture and sale of 
beer containing not more than 32.75 
per cent alcohol will be incorporated 
into both the Republican and Demio- 
cratic national party platforms if the 
party leaders heed the advice of the 
highest officials of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

William Green, president of the fed- 
eration announced today that modift- 
cation of the Volstead act will be one 
of the planks which his organization 
will urge the platform makers of both 
parties to accept. Other planks which 
the major parties will be asked by 
labor to incorporate in their platforms 
include amendment of the Sherman 
antitrust laws, adoption o* the prin- 
Ciple of the five-day week, the prin- 
Ciple of high wages, the enactment of 
legislation to prevent the abuse of tn- 
junctions by the courts in dealing with 
labor and constructive legislation in 
the soft coal industry. 


Problems Faced by Nation, 


According to the announcement 
made yesterday a committee composed 
of Mr. Green, Frank Morrison, gecre- 
tary, and members of the nonpartisan 
political campaign committee of the 
American Federation, James O'Connell. 
T. A. Rickert, Matthew Woll, and Mar- 
tin F. Ryan will appear before the reso- 
lutions committees of the two party 
conventions and urge the inclusion of 
planks in the interest of labor. 

“The problems of industry and the 
relationship between employers and em- 
ployes, capital and labor, have dev eloped 
to the point where they deeply concern 
every citizen of the republic,” the 
federation states [In an announcement 
yesterday. “The serious questions 
which have arisen out of our modern 
wae life are the real questions 

ich call for profound consideration 
pa the part of political parties, political 
leaders, legislatures and statesmen.” 

In touching on the amendment of 
the Volstead act, Mr. Green said this 
could be done so as to permit the 
manufacture and sale of beer contain- 
ing not more than 2.75 per cent al- 
cohol without violating the spirit and 
intent of the eighteenth amendment. 

The American Federation was empha- 
tic in urging the adoption of a plank 
stopping the issuance of injunctions 
against labor. 

“The extent to which injunctions 
have been used against labor in the 
past has raised a feeling of great dis- 
content and dissatisfaction among the 
masses of people,” it was stated. “They 
are determined to seek and find a 
remedy for this growing evil. Such a 
remedy must be found {if labor is to 
be economically free, and if the right 
of labor to use its power to serve is 
to be maintained.” 


Other Planks to Be Sought, 


The American Federation in its state- 
ment asserted that labor has “suffered 
more from the application of the con- 
spiracy sections of the Sherman law 
than large combinations of capital. We 
urge its amendment so that labor, 
industry and agriculture may develop 
along normal constructive lines.” 

Other planks urged by the federa- 
tion included continuance of the pres- 
ent restrictive immigration policy, pro- 
tection for children, constructive legis- 
lation that will allow capital and labor 
tn the bituminous coal industry to 
enjoy fair shares of its prosperity, with 
adequate protection to the consuming 
public, sclentific study of the problem 
of unemployment with the enactment 
of le@slation which will serve as a real 
remedy for the ills of unemployment. 
rehabilitation of injured service men 
more adequate accident compensation 
and free speech. Opposition to indus- 
trial conscription of labor ts registered.

Repeal Declaration Out. 


Although Senator Smoot is not ex- 
pected to oppose repeal of the flexible 
provision when revision of the tariff 1s 
undertaken, he has not included any 
declaration for such action in the ten- 
tative draft of the platform and prefers 
to keep it out. 

Undersecretary of the Treasury Mills 
besides having a hand in the prepara- 
tion of the tariff plank of the platform. 
wrote the original draft of declarations 
dealing with various other matters tn 
which the Treasury is interested, in- 
cluding those relating to public econ- 
omy, taxation, Government financnig, 
public debt retirement and funding of 
foreign debts.

These planks review the financial ac- 
complishments of the Republican ad- 
ministration under the guidance of Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Mellon. Credit 
is taken for a reduction in taxation to 
the extent of about $2,000,000,000 since 
1921, when the Republicans came into 
power, for a reduction of the public 
debt to the extent of about 86,000,000,- 
000 during the same period, for a cut- 
ting down of the cost of running the 
Government, for the restoration of the 


public credit and for a funding of the 
debts of nearly all of the European na- 
tions to whom the United States loan- 
ed money during the war. 


Coolidge Economy Praised. 


The Coolidge economy issue occupies 

@ prominent position tn the platform, 
as it did four years ago. The President 
is praised for having provided the lead- 
ership which made possible many of 
the financial achievements of the ad- 
ministration. 

Planks applying to foreign. relations 
also have been given close attention by 
the platform framers. In whipping 
these planks into shape Senator Smoot 
had before him suggestions from Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg and others who 
have played an active part in the shap- 
ing of the foreign policies of the ad- 
ministration. 

Steps taken by Secretary Kellogg to- 
ward the negotiation of the treaties 
for the outlawry of war received atten- 
tion in the platform as do the efforts

which were made by the President 
without success to bring about addi- 
tional agreements between the prin- 
cipal powers for a reduction {n arma- 
ments. 

The tentative platform refers to the 
continued opposition of the party to 
American membership tn the League o! 
Nations and reaffirms tnsistence upon 
reservations to American adherence to 
the World Court protocol such as were 
approved by the Senate, but have not 
been accepted by other nations. 

Dwight W. Morrow, American Am- 
bassador to Mexico, who recently con- 
ferred with President Coolidge and 
Secretary Kellogg, is understood to have 
had a hand in the final shaping up of 
progress in the foreign relations plank 
relative to the adjustment of difficul- 


tles between the. United States and 
Mexico. 


Cabinet Members Assist. 


Another plank on which some of the 
President’s Cabinet members offered 
suggestions is that of the Army and 
Navy. As tentatively put in torm after 
consultation with Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur and Secretary of War Davis, the 
plank declares for adequate prepared- 
ness and approves a naval 
program which will be itn harmony 
with the letter and spirit of the arma- 
ment conference of the Harding ad- 
ministration and at the same time will 
prevent the United States from falling 
short of its proper ratio of naval] 
strength in the comparison with other 
nations. 

A plank on law and order and cor- 
ruption in public office has received 
careful attention. In 1924 the framers 
of the platform tncluded a declaration 
claiming credit for Republican offi- 
clals for having prosecuted those found 
guilty of corruption in public office 
Recent disclosures before the senatorial 
Teapot Dome investigating committee, 
and the likelihood that the Democrats 
will make corruption a leading issue in 
their campaign have forced the Repub- 
licans to do what they can to combat 
th issue. 

President Coolidge'’s policy of oppos!- 
tion to governmental] interference with 
business ts incorporated in the tenta- 
tive platform. It is contemplated, how- 
ever, to carry this to the extent of 
specific declarations against such pro- 
posals as the Muscle Shoals govern- 
ment operation bill which the President 
killed by the “pocket veto” method. 

Other planks in the tentative plat- 
form relate to labor, immigration, the 
merchant marine, waterway develop- 
ment, flood control, care of war vet- 
erans, railroad congolidation, insular 
policies, development of commercial 
aviation, the negro, civil service and 
party responsibility. 

The principal planks on which a 
final decision has not been reached 
even in the tentative draft are those 
on farm relief, prohibition, the two 
principal storm centers of the platform 
situation.

MES HOME HERE 


Historic Georgetown Resi- 
dence Purchased by Society 
— for About $180,000. 


FIRST HEADQUARTERS 
ORGANIZATION HAS HAD 


Structure Was Erected in 
1760 by George Beall; Nota- 
bles Have Been Tenants. 


Purchase of Bellevue,’ historic old 
Georgetown mansion, as a headquarters 
building for the National Society of the 
Colonial Dames of America, was an- 
nounced here last night by officials of 
the organization, who plan to take over 
title to the property this fall. The 
consideration approximated $180,000, it 
was stated, 

Decision to purchase a home was 
reached at the last meeting of the coun- 
cil of the society, and $50,000 was 
pledged for its purchase. It was de- 
termined to raise the remainder of the 
necessary funds through State organi- 
zations, and Mrs. Rose Gouverneur 


Hoes was named chairman of the local 
committee. 


Never Had Own Building. 


Although the national society has 
maintained headquarte here for 
years, it has never had & building of 
its own, and its president, Mrs, James 
A. Andrews, makes her home in Con- 
necticut. 

Bellevue, now owned by Mrs. Cres- 
son Newbold, dates back to 1760. The 
house is of brick, and stands on a ter- 
race overlooking Q street, within two 
blocks of Rock Creek Bridge. It has s 
central, two-storied building, and a 
long, low wing at either end. Two bays 
in the dining and drawing rooms open 
through French ‘windows on a rear gar- 
den, and at the foot of the terrace 
there is a retaining wall of Colonial de 
sign. 

Erected in 1703. 


Records show. that the house was 
built by George Beall, on part of a 
tract of land patented by his father, 
Ninian, in 1703. Gabriel Duvall, Comp- 
troller of the Currency in 1800, and ap- 
pointed by President Madison to the 
Supreme Court bench afterward, occu- 
pied the home, later selling it to Joseph 
Nourse, the first Register of the United 
States Treasury. 

Among others who lived there were 
Charles Carroll, who gave it the name 
of “Bellevue;”” Commodore John Rogers, 
the naval hero, and Samuel Whitall, a 
Quaker, of Philadelphia. 

Officials of the society plan to fur- 
nish the house with Colonial furniture, 
and maintain it as a museum of the 
Colonial history of America.

An exhibit of African sculpture and 
handicraft, the traveling collection of 
the recently founded Harlem Museum 
of African Art, is being held at Howard 
University following its commencement 
week exhibition. The foundation grew 
out of the exhibition in New York a 
year ago of the Blondis collection of 
art objects from the Belgian Kongo, 
most of the objects in the collection 
being from that region, 

Work of the tribes of this district 
represent highly artistic panes of 
primitive art from the viewpoints of 
conception and technical execution. 
The exhibition includes metal working, 
wood carving, weaving, pottery and 
decoration. It has been exhibited 
previously at the Chicago Art Institute, 
ithe rooms of the New York Art. Circle, 
the Rochester Memortal Art Gallery.

The object of bringing the collection 
to Howard University was to srouse in 
the younger generation an intelligent 
interest in and respect for the African 
background.

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THE PIVOTAL STATE. 


The Greensboro Record makes the wise ob- 
servation that the Democratic party would 
make a fatal mistake if it should Commit tt- 
self to'the McNary-Haugen bill tn an effort 
to capitalize the dissatisfaction of Repub:ican 
voters in the farm States. Assuming that the 
Kansas City convention will not be entirely 
successful in reconciling East and West on 
the farm relief issue, it is evident that the 
Democratic party should profit by the embar- 
rassment of its rival. ‘‘But,’’ says the Greens- 
boro Record, “‘the Democratic party should not 
seek to gain votes by making promises that 
either are impossible of fulfillment or may be 
kept only by embarking upon a venture which 
is unsound in principle and entirely foreign to 
Democratic doctrine.” 

In another article the alert spokesman of 
North Carolina Democracy asks, “If the Demo- 
cratic party nominates Gov.

Smith would be in itself evi- 
dence of the sympathetic attitude of the Demo- 
cratic party toward the farm relief pronlem, 
and would be more convincing than a mere 
platform declaration.

RED TAPE AND PANTS. 


No satirist every devised a situation better 
calculated to make a mockery of governmental 
red tape than the one that was remedied 
last week when President Coolidge signed a 
bill clearing the reputation of Larr Cardwell, 
former Annapolis student, who was dismissed 
from the Naval Academy two years ago for 
having donned a classmate’s “pants” in order 
to make himself presentable for inspection. 
The act of Congress reinstates Cardwell in the 
Naval Academy. 

The facts in the case as they were presented 
in Congress indicated nothing so much as an 
inability to square regulations with human 
nature. No man who ever attended boarding 
school or college can say that at some time he 
has not worn borrowed raiment, obtained 
more often by unwritten law than by first 
getting permission from the owner. Cardwell 
found that with but a minute or two to spare 
in which to change his clothes he had no 
- trousers sufficiently presentable to pass in- 
spection. He donned a pair belonging to a 
fellow student. The loss was reported before 
Cardwell could return them. He stood charged 
with theft. 

A little less official rigidity might have 
saved the situation right there. Cardwell had 
no intention of appropriating something that 
did not belong to him. The worst that should 
have been laid against him was that he had 
exacted a forced loan. He was tried, found 
guilty, and dismissed. Two years have been 
consumed in correcting this mistake. A little 
‘common sense and a little less red tape would 
have spared Cardwell the humiliation to which 
_he was subjected, and the process of making 
@ good naval officer would not have been im- 
peded.

Maltbie, former New York public service com- 


missioner and expert in public utility matters. 
Dr. Maltbie is said to be ready to come: to 
Washington as soon as his appointment is 
ratified. 

The ~traction merger problem should be 
tackled early in the coming session. For 
years there has been general agreement that 
public transportation in Washington could be 
measurably improved, with one company 
operating a unified system. Furthermore it 
has been believed that economies resulting 
from unified operation would serve to make 
possible lower fares and enlarged facilities. 

.It.may. well. be that the pending agreement 
is not thoroughly satisfactory. Any merger 
must of necessity be built upon compromise, 
and those interested. thereln must expect to 
make sacrifices for the sake of ultimate mu- 
tual benefit. The merger agreement.as worked 
out by the companies appeared to dea) 
fairly with the public. It failed to gain Con- 
gressiona] approval, however, so there still re- 
mains ample time in which to study it. 

The Senate has done well to choose an ex- 
pert to delve deeply into the project. While 
it: does not follow that his report will become 
the policy of the Senate committee, it is rea- 
sonable to expect that the report will throw 
additional light upon the subject. 


CROOKED DAMAGE SUITS. 


Prolonged investigation of ambulance chas- 
ing activities on the part of New York lawyers 
has been concluded in Manhattan and Queens. 
Prosecution of a number of attorneys has been 
ordered in both jurisdictions. Indictments are 
being sought in some instances for statutory 
Offenses. In others the final action may be 
disbarment of the lawyers in question. Months 
have been consumed in the investigation of the 
practices, against which complaint had been 
registered for years. 

It developed during the inquiry that many 
firms of attorneys specialized in the practice of 
damage suits on a contingent basis, and in 
order to obtain their share of the business em- 
ployed solicitors. These solicitors were sta- 
tloned at police stations, hospitals and other 
avenues of information to obtain the early de- 
tails of accidents. It was their duty to obtain 
the signature of an accident victim to a con- 
tract, which they then either turned over to 
the lawyers by whom they were employed, ‘or 
else sold to the highest bidder. The runners 
did not limit themselves to such tasks. Testi- 
mony was tntroduced to show that in some 
cases injuries were magnifled, false witnesses 
were obtained, and porjures testimony was 
offered. 

The growth of the practices under investi- 
gation has been closely linked with the in- 
creased use of automobiles. The thousands of 
accidents occurring each year in city traffic in- 
creased the possibility for suits brought nnoder 
the negligence Jaw. Insurance companies and 
private individuals were spending millions to 
protect thelr rights, and as much more was 
being paid in settlement of suits, many of 
which were not justified. 

It is the belief of the New York authorities 
that the investigation will correct many of the 
evils. It ought certainly to serve as a deterrent 
among those who have been prone to misuse 
the law.

STATION WEBJ. 


Now and then the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion receives a pleasant surprise. Usually its 
mail contains a sheaf of criticism, relieved oc- 
casionally by a threat from a _ broadcaster 
whose license is about to be revoked, that-he 
intends to summon legal! aid to fight “‘confis- 
cation of property.” The receipt of a letter 
from operators of Station WEBJ, voluntarily 
relinquishing its license, therefore, was greeted 
with rejoicing, especially since the author of 
the letter made the sensible suggestion that 
other station operators might follow his ex- 
ample with profit. 

When WEBJ was established, the president 
of New York’s Third Avenue Rallway System, 
its owner, recites, “the public were tuning in 
on all stations and we had. ample evidence that 
WEBJ was getting its share of the attention 
of listeners. With the present situation, when 
the principal stations have been highly com- 
mercialized and the best and most expensive 
talent secured for their advertising programs, 
and when extensive hook-ups of such stations 
are being made, we are satisfied that the great 
mass of listeners confine their-attention to 
these elaborately programmed stations and 
that other stations to a large: extent simply 
encumber the air and interfere with the re- 
ception from more prominent stations, with- 
out serving any good public purpose.’’ 

Here is a sensible and reasonable analysis 
of the present broadcasting situation, unusual 
in that {t comes from a station owner whose 
license to operate was not included in the 162 
throughout the country named by the commis- 
sion to be considered for discontinuance. If 
other stations similarly situated could be 
brought to realize that they do not serve pub- 
lic interest, necessity or convenience, the task 
of the radio commission would be eased con- 
siderably. The tendency among broadcasters, 
however, is ‘to struggle even against reason and 
logic to survive; so the commission ig forced 
to its duty of killing off the unfit. 
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_ THE BASEBALL SEASON. 

The best date upon which to schedule open- 
ing games of the major ‘baseba]] leagues has 
become a matter of wide debate in profes- 
sional baseball circles. This year the’ seacon 
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after postponemen , | 
present time an rsnobtisiate' number of double- 
headers le ahead of all teams in both leagues. 
The National. League held its summer session 
several days ago and the matter came up for 
discussion. Several team representatives held 
out for May 1 as the opening date. Jt was 
agreed finally that early spring weather was 
only a gamble, and it was determined that 
next year the season should -be openéd ‘on 
April 16. 

This decision, since a Joague season consists 
of 154 games, will serve to throw the .world 
series back a corresponding number of days 
tn the fall, Here is where the rub comes in. 
Bad weather frequently has broken during the 
world series, and this- is more of a calamity to 
organized baseball] than bad weather during 
the early spring season. Five days, it may be 
argued, should ‘make little difference. Ex- 
perience,. however, haa indicated that five days 
may make the greatest difference. 

One alternative lies in a shortened schedule. 
If the season were opened on May 1, or there- 
about, and the last league games were played 
no later than September 20, there should be 
ample time for a seven-game world series be- 
fore cold and blustery fall weather sets tn. 
Should such a schedule be decided upon, how- 
ever, the box office, in the opinion of officials, 
would suffer. This opinion being generally 
held, it ‘is probable that there will be no 
tampering with the present length of the 
season. After all, baseball, like any other big 
business, dares do nothing that would affect 
adversely its income. 


ENFORCEABLE ARBITRATION. 
The American Bar Association will have no

more important matter to consider when 


mittee on commerce, recommending legisla- 
tion to make arbitration of industrial contro- 
versies in the field of interstate commerce 
binding in law, It is not proposed to make 
arbitration compulsory. Workers and employ- 
ers will be left free to enter any form of trade 
or industrial organization they desire, but it 
is proposed that where arbitration is included 
as a means of settling disputes the results 
achieved through arbitration shall be valid 
contracts. Arbitration is not now binding, ex- 
cept¥fin three States. Only too often the time 
and effort given to such attempts at adjust- 
ment are wasted when the principals refuse to 
accept the decision. 

The bill proposed by the bar association 
committee on commerce falls into two sec- 
tions. The first creates a Federal industrial 
council, composed of representatives of indus- 
try, commerce, labor, agriculture, and au- 
thorizes it to ‘‘consider such conditions affect- 
ing industry as in their opinion causes strikes, 
lockouts or controversy between management 
and labor or those furnishing capital and 
labor.” The commission would make public 
its findings 'and recommendations, but would 
have no authority to make any decisions or 
awards. 

The other part of the bill makes valid and 
enforceable ‘“‘any agreement for arbitration, 
mediation or concillation made between an 
employer and an organization of employes, or 
between an organization of employers and an 
Organization of employes, provided the serer- 
ance of the relations between them would re- 
sult in burden upon or restraint, obstruction 
or curtailment of interstate or foreign com- 
merce or seriously interrupt the free flow 
thereof.’’ 

Arbitration without some such provisions as 
have been recommended by the committee to 
the American Bar Association can never bo 
fully effective. It is a means of settlement 
to which disputants resort with the intention 
of disregarding the findings in the event they 
are regarded as unfavorable, If arbitration ts 
to be a part of the Nation’s industrial machin- 
ery, there should be some guarantee that {t be 
made effective. The proposals here discussed 
would make of arbitration.a useful rather than 
merely a usable element in labor controver- 
sies. , 


ART AND THE MOVIES. 


The ‘Society of Arts and Sclences,”’ what- 
ever that fs, has set out on the rather ambitlous 
program of determining “from the brains of the 
world” whether or not the movies are to be 
formally admitted to the status of ‘a fine art. 
Ten thousand ballots are to be mailed to poets, 
artists, philosophers, musicians, novelists and 
scientists in the United States, Spain, Germany, 
England and France, upon which they are 
asked to vote ‘‘yes’’ or “no”? upon the single 
question as to whether or not the movies should 
be classed as the efghth art. 

If there is to be an eighth art the movies 
are entitled to that distinction. Certainly they 
constitute a totally new type of expression. To 
a certain extent they carry on the ancient 
tradition of pantomime, but they have elevated 
it, placed it In another medium, and beautified 
it until a new art has been developed. 

The movies of recent years are quite dis- 
similar to those of the incunabula period. There 
still are released pictures horrible from the 
artistic standpoint. Each year, however, sees 
better movies in greater number, until] of late 
the best releases should satisfy the most artis- 
tically critical. In every branch of movie 
making this improvement may be noted. Acting 
has developed along tndividual] lines. Costum- 
ing and technical direction are traveling the 
road to artistic perfection. ‘Photography, in 
certain instances, can be described as superb. 
The movies do not stand still. Better pictures 
from every point of view are being produced 
all the time. 

The movies’ claim to an artistic position is 
justified by the pictures themselves.

Cleaver, reputed head of the Evergreen 
mail train robbers who took $133,000 itn 
a holdup four months ago, led four 
other men in a desperate and success- 
ful break for liberty at the Du Page 
County Jail today and escaped in a 
hall of pistol shots after beating the 
jailer unconscious with an tmprovised 
blackjack. 

William Edgeton, 59 years old, jailer. 
was struck over ‘he head with a can 
of condensed milk tied in a stocking 
and attached to the end of a mop 
handle soon after he came on duty 
today. Blows and kicks brought him 
to the floor as the five men battled 
with him through the bars of the bull- 
pen. and as he lay half unconscious 
Cleaver turned the key which opened 
the door to the jail proper and ad- 
mitted the prisoners to Edgeton's 
office. 


Sheriff Fires at Fugitives. 


Sheriff Charles Hattendorf, asleep on 
the floor above, was awakened in time 
to fire at the fleeing men after they 
had seized three loaded shotguns from 
Edgeton’s office, dashed to Edgeton’s 
automobile and started their filght, re- 
turning the fire with the shotguns. So 
far as is known no one.was struck

Detectives’ eckelt Starts. 


The five men sped toward Chicago 
in the stolen automobile, a Willys 
Knight touring car with a gray body. 
Twenty-five detective squads in fast 
automobiles patrolled all roads leading 
into the city. all suburban police estab- 
lished lookouts and Cleaver’s old 
haunts were closely watched 
The break was made just as Edgeton 
set about preparing the prisoners’ 
breakfast, He entered a smal) room 
which adjoins the bull pen and bent 

over as he inserted the key in the 
door. Swinging in a wide arc, the 
prisoner’s club descended on his head. 
It was in Farina’s hands Nearby, but 
far enough away to prevent suspicion, 
stood Cleaver, powertully built and 
feared as one of the most desperate 
criminals in Chicago Edgeton rose 
stunned, to his feet and Farina grasped 
his throat through the bars. Cleaver 
seized the blackjack, brought it down 
on Edgeton’s head and then the other 
three joined the attack, raining blows 
and Kicks on the fatler. 

Meanwhile, pandemonium had broken 
out. Cries and curses. mingled with 
shouts of the combatants. Cleaver 
threw the master switch, opening ail 
the cells, as he led the dash into Edge- 
ton's office. Fifteen men thus liberated 
refused to join the escaping men. 

Cleaver was arrested shortly after the 
Evergreen robbery, one of the most dar- 
ing mail robberies of the country. One 
hundred passengers on the train were 
terrorized, the mail car safe was blown 
open and $133,000 tn pay rolls was 
taken Since then all the alleged mem- 
bers of the gang but two have been 
found and these have been slain, one 
by gangsters and the other by police 
when caught tn a holdup.

Funeral services for the father and 
son wlil be held from the latter's home 
here Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock.

‘Out bidding too high (An initial bid 
of 3 or more is notice to the partner 
that no bid in any other declaration 
WS desired.) But chere are exceptional 
Aands in which some particular suit 
i SO unusually .ong and strong that 
whe holder does not need information 
fom partner. With such a hand, the 
Original bidder would feel compelled to 
Teturn to his suit nu matter what the 
hag might do; therefore the part- 
Tier’s bid can not be of benefit to 
iim. In such cases a bid by the ad- 
Versaries may be as harmful as the 
partner’s bid is useless; both adver- 
saries may be moderately strong in 


the same suit and if one of them show 
his strength, the other may be able 
to advance the declaration to an un- 
comfortably high point, when neither 
of them would i3e] justified in mak- 
ing a high bid on his own account. 
When a preempting bid accomplishes 
its purpose and obtains the contract 
by eliminating all other bidding, game 
should result if the partner of the pre- 
emptor furnish moderate assistance. 
When there is some unusual and un- 
fortunate iistribution of the adverse 
cards, or when the partner does not 
furnish any help. the pre-emptive bid 
may be defeated; but that defeat prob- 
ably will be inexpensive and really a 
victory for the bid because it will be 
less of a loss than would have resulted 
from allowing the opponents to show 
each other thei: strength and conse- 
quently go game with a declaration 
of their own selection. 

To sum up: The initial one-bid is 
designed primarily to give information 
and may or may not portray the full 
strength of the bidder’s hand; It in- 
vites a bid from partner and oppo- 
nents alike. The preemptive bid of 
three or more asks partner to “keep 
off” and hopes to cause opponents to 
do likewise.

Dr. C. A. Barbour Makes Soul 
Theme in Baccalaureate 
Sermon at G. W. U. 


DR. SIZOO ALSO SPEAKS 


A man may go from good to bad and 
from bad to worse and yet be scarcely 
conscious of the change, was the warn- 


ing given by Dr. Clarence A. Barbour. 
president of Rochester Theological Sem- 
inary, to the graduating class of George 
Washington University at the bacca- 
laureate services yesterday at the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian Church. 

“So silently and so mystically rises 
the temple of the soul,” Dr, Barbour 
said, “that our characters develop and 
we scarcely know that we are growing 
better or our characters decay and we 
are just as bling to wnat is passing 

“A man may relinquish all the fresh 
dreams of youth, he may lose faith in 
the saving principles and the sound 
moralities of life, his soul may become 
as a rulned temple and yet he may be 
scarcely conscious of the change. 

“Other men see it in him when ne 
sees it not at all himself. Had there 
been a voice from heaven to warn him 
at each successive stage of his decline 
he would have known. But there was 
nothing of the kind.” 

Dr. Barbour likened the silent con- 
structive forces which are at work in 
the world to the building of the Tem- 
ple of Solomon when “there was neither 
hammer nor ax nor any too] of iron 
heard in the house.” 

Ancestry, environment and _ schools, 
according to Dr. Barbour, are the quar- 
ries whence comes the stone for the 
building of character. “To put the 
bridle on clamorous passion, to de- 
cline the flowery path and to take the 
uphill road, to face serious and stag- 
gering intellectual problems, to be de- 
feated and yet struggle on, to fall and 
rise again, to plant your foot in the 
forward march when surrender is in 
your heart, to take up your cross until 
God's work be done, that is the only 
way by which character can be formed,” 
Dr. Barbour concluded. 

The Rev. Joseph R. Sizoo, pastor o! 
the church, offered the invocation and 
delivered the benediction at the ser- 
vices. The Men's Glee Club of the uni- 
versity rendered a musical program.

Milan Plane is Down. 


Rome, June 10 (A.P.).—The big sea- 
plane, Savoia-55, for which calls have 
been made as aid in the rescue of the 
crew of the dirigible Italia, took off 
from Milan today for Zurich, Switzer- 
land, but failed to reach her objective. 
Heavy clouds prevented the machine 
from crossing the Alps so a round- 
about route was taken via Marseilles. 

The machine mounted the Valley of 
the Rhone but was forced down on the 
river by bad weather at a point below 
Lyons. The reports assured the air 
ministry here, however, that the ma- 
chine was undamaged. Maj. Maddelena 
piloted the plane. 

Arturo Mercanti, who was chosen as 
chief of the expedition, has given up 
his seat in the plane so that moré fuel 
could be carried. He will precede the 
machine on her way northward and ar- 
range for refueling. He left Copen- 
hagen today for Stockholm. 

The air ministry is hastening prepara- 
tion of a second plane, a big Dornier- 
Wall machine, which ts able to land on 
or take off from the ice. It is hoped 
to have this plane ready Tuesday 


morning.

Better Protection for Pedes- 
trians and New Parking 
Rules Are Included.

By WILLIAM ULLMAN, 
Washington motorists who } ave been 
able to “get by’ with careless or selfish 


traffic misconduct because ‘*“e loca! 
traffic regulations failed to include spe- 
cific provisions for their punishment 
soon will find themselves shorn of their 
self-assumed privileges. 


Changes due to be promulgated to- 
morrow and effective ten days there- 
after, give the regulations the legal lash 
necessary to force into iine the driver 
who is neither safe or courteous un- 
less he is compelled tc be. 

Ir many significant wars, among 
them standardization of left turns, pro- 
hibition of parking at bus or car stops, 
designation of the s.».ce that must re- 
ma'n between parked cars, the revi- 
sions will strengthen vitally the hands 
of Traffic Director Harland and the 
Police Department in improving street 
conditions. The careless, selfisI motor- 
ist in particular will find himsel: in a 
decidedly harsh predicament unless he 
reforms before the changes become ef- 
fective. 


Urged to Study Regulations. 


Pending their effectiveness ten days 
after promulgation, traffic authorities 
are anxious to have all motorists fa- 
millarize themselves thoroughly with 
the new provisions so that when they 
go into force there will be no clashes 
in thelr enforcement 

Of paramount importance is the step 
to standardize the Bnsnner of making 
left turns, not only where the electric 
signal lights are installed but at all tn- 
tersections which are controllad by the 
lights or other traffic device or by a 
policeman. The method of making the 
turn at all controlled intersections will 
under the amended regulations, be the 
same as is now tin force on streets 
where the traffic HMghts are installed 
This provision reads: 

“To make a left-hand turn where 
traffic is controlled by an officer or 
electric traffic device a driver shall keep 
as far to the right as possible, stop as 
near the far curb of the intersecting 
street as convenient for turning, then 
proceed in the desired direction when 
given proper signal by the officer or

Th.s 
provision will have the effect of remov- 
ing the necessity for buses stopping 
parallel] to parked cars, thereby block- 
ing traffic and narrowing the roadway 


Further Limits to Parking. 


Further prohibition of parking is ap- 
plied to commercial vehicles, which 
henceforth will not be permitted to 
park on any public thoroughfare in 
front of any private dwelling or apart- 
ment except when actually engaged in 
loading or unloading merchandlse. 

Parking in alleys, so long an annoy- 
ance and a cause of congestion in 
passageways, is elimi- 
nated where signs indicate that park- 
ing is not allowed, except when the 
vehicle is actually engaged in receiv- 
ing or delivering merchandise. 

Another important parking provision 
is that which prohibits the parking of 
any vehicle for the purpose of making 
repairs, except where these are of a 
minor character and then only in case 
of emergency. This will have the di- 
rect effect of obliging motorists who 
wish to work on their cars to do so in 
@ garage or in an out-of-the-way place 

As a definite safety .measure, the 
amended regulations make it unlawful 
for the driver of any motor vehicle to 
permit any person to stand on the 
running boards while the car is in mo- 
tion. 

The carrying of merchandise on the 
fenders or hood of an automobile so 
as to obstruct the view of the driver 
also is banned. 


Pedestrians Protected. 


Pedestrians are accorded 
in one new provision, which provides 
that at all crosswalks controlled by 
traffic officers or traffic devices the 
drivers of all vehicles making turns 
shall yield the right of way to pedes- 
trians. This is one phase of the turn- 
ing problem which ts a source of dan- 
ger which can not be prevented unless 
motorists exercise a certain degree of 
caution. Right turns, under the Dis- 
trict system, always must be made 
through pedestrian traffic. 

Considerate motorists will receive 
with satisfaction the step taken to pre- 
vent the parking of cars s0 close to- 
gether that it is impossible to leave a 
parking space. There has been no reg- 
ulation covering this practice under 
which a penalty might be imposed. 
Under the amended code, however, it 
is provded that “when parked parallel 
no vehicle shall be aligned within three 
fect from another vehicle or vehicles.” 

After the new regulations become ef- 
fective a motorist so inconvenienced 
will not have to content himself with 
a mere protest, but he will be able to 
call a policeman and have the offender 
arrested. 

The use of dealers’ tags, so long a 
point of contention in local traffic 
matters, is dealt with specifically by 
an amendment, which reads: 


Dealers’ Tags Limited. 


“The use of dealers’ tags on motor 
vehicles owned by motor vehicle sales- 
men, members of a dealer’s family, or 
the personal property of dealers is pro- 
hibited.” 

This will have the effect of restricting 
the use of these license plates only to 
cars which are actually used in the 
business of selling automobiles. 

Parking on bridges or their ap- 
proaches or in «ny viaduct is prohib- 
ited by the new regulations. This Is 
considered a definite step in the direc- 
tion of safety, since these passageways 
are usually narrow and are extremely 
dangerous it ‘he approach to them is 
partially blocked 

The burning curing daylight of the 
bright headlights of an automobile is 
permitted for cars parsioipeens in fu- 
neral processions, 50 as to distinguish 
these cars from other traffic and obtain 
for them the right ot way to which the 

ulations entitle them. 

(oO important additions to the 
scheme of one-way sireets have been

Rights on Boulevards. 


A new provision is included providing 
for the effective closing of streets to 
traffic. The regulations now prohibit 
driving a vehicle across, over or around 
any public street at which there is any 
barrier, sign or authorized person stat- 
ing that the stree’, is closed. 

Specific provision is made for right 
of way on boulevard and arteria) 
highways. 

Through traffic is given the right of 
way over the vehicles approaching on 
intersecting streets, alleys or drive- 
ways. On these designated thorough- 
fares it also is provided that cars must 
come to a complete stop where “stop” 
signs have been placed and shall not 
proceed to enter or cross the boule- 
vard or arterial highway until such en-’ 
try can be made safely without inter- 
fering with through traffic. 

It has been the purpose of the traffic 
authorities in drafting the new regula- 
tlons to place in the code provisions 
which constitute an effective means of 
coping with conditions which hereto- 
fore had no effective remedy. . Now vio- 
lators may be prosecuted for breaches 
of regulations covering these points 
and in general will be liable to a fine 
ranging from 81 to $300, or imprison- 
ment for not more than ten days.

JUDGE MATTINGLY GIVES 
HISTORY OF U.S. COLORS 


Officers Enact Parts of Ritual 
at Ceremony Including 
“Building of Bell.” 


A plea for nationalism and higher 
ideals, as the basis of America’s past 
and future greatness, was sounded yes- 
terday by Maj.

The original story, 1 am told, has 
been tampered with a bit In course of 
translation into silent drama. Perhaps 
s0, I can not recall. The picture at 
the Earle, however, on Saturday even- 
ing, furnished me one of the most 
agreeable periods of enjoyment of the 
season. Barthelmess, as you may have 
gathered, seemed to me in the vicinity of 
his best and his supporting cast pressed 
close, as may be believed, when their 
names are divulged, or as many of them 
as I] can remember. Molly O'Day, as 
Lissy Turner; Doris Dawson, as Mar- 
garet Dean; Matha Mattox, Nelson Mc- 
Dowell, Claude Gillingwater, David Tor- 
rence, Eulalie Jensen, Gardner James, 
Gustav von Seyffertitz and many others 
whom, as I suspected, I can not recall. 

In every essential aspect, ‘The Little 
Shepherd of Kingdom Come” impressed 
me as being a singularly fine film play 
The brief war scenes, to these unmill- 
tary eyes, appeared carefully thought 
out and expertly executed. Just a good 
picture. 

On the stage. Jack Pepper, returning 
after his furlough, was full of songs 
and good humor—not the ice cream-— 
and introduced the Novello Brothers, as 
tumbling violinists and those “two lov- 
ing birds:” Peggy English, singer; 
George Lyons, harpist extraordinary; 
the Six English Tivoli Girls; the stage 
band and himself During his own 
little song recital, Jack brought out a 
quartet of colored boys who did some 
of the meanest stepping seen in many 
days and nights. 

To me—which means practically 
nothing—one of the best programs 
since the change of policy at the Earle 
on Christmas day.
